Leases have been signed for the Starbucks 
and Qdoba Mexican Restaurant businesses 
that will be in the new building going up 
on the 1.98-acre site of the former Big Boy 
restaurant.

He said he is still 
talking with businesses that may occupy 
the middle section of the building. 

He said for while they thought it would 
be PureSleep.

So far, Starbucks will be at the north 
end of the building and Qdoba at the south 
end.

Sumpter approves

VBT to test emergency sirens for one minute at 1 p.m. Sat., June 6

people should tune into radio or television 
broadcasts to find out what's going on. 
Director Laurain said the siren could alert 
people to a tornado, hazmat situation, or 


some other emergency. 
“Now, if we have a tornado, we're ready,” 
Laurain said.

final site plan approval to the project at 
10705 Belleville Road. 

Alexander said to the commission, “We 
had hoped to have two access points. We 
lobbied and then we agreed with you... We 
agreed with the township on the brick it 
wanted." 

He referred to what he said was Starbuck's 
requirement to have the lane from its drive- 
in window go right out into Belleville Road, 
in addition to the lane already accessing 
Belleville Road. The township was firm 
that only one curb cut should be in that 
busy intersection. Also, the commission 
required real brick on the new building. 

The former Big Boy has already been 
demolished. 

In other business at the May 27 meeting, 
the commission: 

* Approved the rezoning from C-1 to 
R-1B of 3.4 acres of vacant property on 
the north side of Tyler Road, across from 
Meijer, and to send it on to the township 
board for final action. The property was the 
first conditional rezoning for the township 
in July 2007 and there was an oversight 
by the board. The developer of a proposed 
medical center did not go forward and 
the zoning was supposed to revert to the 
original zoning and didn't. It currently is 
zoned C-1 between two R-1B properties. 
Commission chairwoman Carol Thompson 
thanked the resident (Andrew Pavlosky) 
who alerted the township to the problem. 
The rezoning recommendation now goes 
to the township board for final action; 

* Held a public hearing on Angry Tiger 
Fireworks request to sell fireworks at the 
Metro Parks Party Store parking lot for 
longer than the seven days that can be 
approved administratively. He will put 
up a 10’x10’ tent, with customers being 
served at the counter, not inside the tent. 
The commission will vote on the request at 
an upcoming meeting; 

* Held a public hearing on the Tim 
Donut U.S. Limited Inc. request to move 
the drive-in window on the Tim Horton's 
restaurant on Rawsonville Road and to 
realign the drive-up lane farther to the east 
to free up the delivery area at the building. 
A vote will be taken on the request at an 
upcoming meeting.

Editorial 
Does Van Buren 
district need SRO? 


Belleville City Council, like all municipal 
boards, is wrestling with its budget. 

One of the points of discussion is the 
School Resource Officer and whether the 
city can afford to provide the certified 
police officer for the schools. 

The school district has some security 
officers, so maybe it needn't pay for a 
certified police officer on the scene. 

The city is trying to decide whether to 
pull in its SRO to patrol the streets rather 
than expend more funds to hire another 
full-time officer. 

It's always about money. The school 
district needs to watch its funds — although 
at Monday's city council meeting it was 
pointed out the school board recently 
agreed to spend $20,000 for a public 
opinion poll. 

The city officials wonder whether it's in 
their citizens' best interests to send a police 
officer over to tend to the kids who are 
mostly from out of Belleville. 

Councilwoman Tindall stated there 
were 2,000 taxpayers in the city that were 
paying, not only for their police service, 
but for service to the school district. 

City officials will make sure they know 
what they are paying for the SRO for nine 
months before they ask for additional 
funds. Last time they looked it was costing 
them $70,000 for the time and the schools 
are paying them $40,000 now. 

A couple of years ago, the school district 
raised its payment from $25,000 to $40,000. 
Will the schools raise their payment again? 
Negotiations begin soon.

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A reader sent us a news story on Visteon 
donating $200,000 over four years to the 
Michigan Science Center, adding: “Looks 
like Visteon has money to throw around!

We also heard about Inkster making a $1.2 
million settlement with a man who was 
beat by an Inkster cop. It was announced 
that the city doesn’t have insurance for 
that and so taxpayers will have more than 
a 6-mill tax levy to pay it. It’s being levied 
this summer. 

If Visteon doesn’t cough up some cash to 
help pay the bonds in VBT, the residents 
there could be facing a similar millage 
hike.

There are several different versions of 
what happened on Belleville Lake at about 
8 p.m. Friday. A woman called me to report 
a boat sunk and was trailing gasoline as 
it was towed to Sandy’s Marina where it 
was refused and finally towed to the DNR 
launch on E. Huron River Dr. 

The woman said under federal law you 
have to clean up spills of any amount and so 
she didn’t understand why VBT wouldn’t 
come out. She said later she was informed 
by VBT Dispatch that it received 100 calls 


on the incident. She said she was told the 
fire crew wasn’t coming, so she called the 
EPA, DEQ (which said they would send 
hazmat) and finally called Washington, 
D.C. to report the spill. 

She said VBT lied to the DEQ saying they 
went out on the lake and 
looked at it, which they 
didn’t because she was 
watching.

Jason Wright told me á 
the police department f | А 
had a sergeant at the 

scene and while he was out there a call from 
Environmental Services was routed to the 
sergeant. After discussion they decided the 
spill was too small to send anyone out, but 
if it got larger to call them back. Meanwhile 
the boat was towed to the DNR launch and 
removed from the water by the owner. 

Fire Chief Dan Besson said he also 
received a call from a passerby on Saturday 
regarding the boat. There had been concern 
other boaters might strike the boat and also 
some concern about the gas spill. He said 
the fire department wasn't called on this 


and it was taken care of by road patrol.

Prisoner Thomas White 
moved to Chippewa 
Correctional Facility 


Thomas A. White, the disbarred Belleville 
attorney who pled no-contest to 20 felonies 
and was sentenced April 10, finally has been 
processed into the state prison system. 

He was at the Charles Egeler intake 
processing center in Jackson until last 
week when he was taken to the Chippewa 
Correctional Facility in Kincheloe in the 
Upper Peninsula. He is incarcerated under 
Security Level II. Level I is minimum. 

According to the online Offender Tracking 
Information System (OTIS), White, 47, 
is scheduled to serve from 6 to 15 years 
incarcerated by the Michigan Department 
of Corrections. 

According to OTIS, the earliest release date 
is April 8, 2021 and maximum discharge 
date is April 8, 2030. The earliest release 
dates may change depending on good time 
or disciplinary credits, or misconduct for 
violating prison rules. 

White was a Belleville attorney with his 
office across from Belleville City Hall on 
Main Street for more than 20 years. 

He pled no-contest to the 20 felony charges 
stemming from his embezzlement of funds 
from senior citizens, families waiting for 
inheritances, businesses seeking important 
paperwork to stay in business, the elderly 
who sold their houses to go into nursing 
homes only to have the money stolen, and 
many others. 

He told the circuit court judge that when 
he gets out of prison he will spend his life 
paying back the people he cheated. 

The large amount of money he took is yet 
to be found.

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Council OKs budget, 3-2, puts moratorium on any new hires

The Belleville City Council approved 
its balanced $2,082,691 budget for 2015- 
16 on Monday with a 3-2 vote following 
about two hours of discussion. 

Voting to approve the budget as presented 
were Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria and 
Councilmen Tom Smith and Tom Fielder. 
Voting no were Councilwoman Kim Tindall 
and Mayor Kerreen Conley, who said they 
needed more information. 

After much discussion the council 
unanimously passed a motion to put a 
moratorium on hiring any additional 
employees until the council gets more 
information; to find out the situation with 
the School Resource Officer position; and 
not to make any decisions on items subject 
to contract negotiations. The council is 


negotiating contracts with all its unions 
this year.

The budget wasn't printed off until 6:11 
p.m. Saturday after City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer and Plante Moran financial 
representative Kelly Howey spent the day 
trying to get everything into the budget 
and balance it. The numbers changed on 
Thursday and Kelly wasn't available on 
Friday, Kollmeyer said. They were able to 
balance the figures without dipping into the 
fund balance. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said she got 
the budget about midnight Saturday and 
had questions on some of the figures. 

The biggest problem was that Police Chief 
Hal Berriman wanted to hire one more full- 
time officer and a part-time officer, and so 
funds for that were put into the budget. 

The department currently has six officers 
who cover the city 24/7 and one of them is 
a School Resource Officer. But, there is no 
fulltime officer on patrol during the day on 
Mondays and Tuesdays, Kollmeyer said. 

She said Cpl. Kris Faull had to leave the 
schools on Monday morning to go to the 
fatal accident on the Belleville Bridge. 

And, that is one of the budget hang-ups. 

Cpl. Faull is the lone School Resource 
Officer for the Van Buren Public Schools. 
If she was to be pulled out of the SRO 
position and put on patrol, then the city 
might not have to hire another full-time 
officer. 

For the past two years the Van Buren 
Public Schools have been paying the city 
$40,000 annually for the SRO and that

was up from the previous $25,000 annual 
payment. 

Mayor Conley said the city has calculated 
that it costs the city $70,000 for the nine 
months the SRO is on duty and Belleville 
is the only one subsidizing the school 
district. 

“I don’t think our 2,000 taxpayers should 
be subsidizing this,” said Tindall. 

Mike Renaud said from the audience 
that there are concerns from Van Buren 
Township about the city not paying its 
fair share for the museum and there are 
inequities throughout the budget. 

“If the school really wants the thing, 
it needs to come to the party and pay,” 
Renaud said. “...They’re either going to 
agree or we remove the officer.” 

Fielder said he doesn’t think the council 
has a clear job description about what Cpl. 
Faull does. He said years ago the city got a 
grant for two SROs and both officers were 
deputized by all four communities. 

He said VBT pulled out its SRO and 
Sumpter no longer has Elwell School in its 
area, so Belleville has the lone officer. 

"Every day there is school, the city's 
population doubles," Fielder said, pointing 
out most of the kids don't live in the city 
but they may be violating city laws. 

“Who does she report to?" Renaud asked, 
referring to Faull and Chief Berriman said 
she reports to him. 

"Ask her what she does," Renaud 
suggested and Chief Berriman said, "I 
know what she does.” 

Mayor Conley said if the administration 
[Kollmeyer] stood up and said the city 
needs these extra police because there are 
four bars in town and more drunk driving, 
she would consider the hiring. But, she 
said, she hasn’t seen Kollmeyer do that. 

Kollmeyer said they put it in the budget 
after Chief Berriman talked about not 
having a full squad. She said Berriman said 
last time he was chief he had 13 officers. 

She said it will take time to negotiate with 
the school district on the SRO and they will 
have to find out how many school hours 
are involved, how many days off. She said 
Faull spends her first half hour on duty at 
the city and then goes to the school and 
back to the city after school. 

“I do believe we need another full-time 
officer," Kollmeyer said. 

Mayor Pro Tem Loria said, ^We're getting 
tattooed by the school district [on the 
SRO]. What percent of Belleville residents 
have students in that high school? ... Let's

find out ... if they're not going to pay for it, 
we'll put that person on the street." 

Tindall said the city pays $60,000 with 
lifetime benefits for a police officer and the 
SRO is contracted at the discretion of the 
city council. 

“If that SRO officer moves here, do we 
still need another officer?" Tindall asked. 

Loria said the police chief would evaluate 
the situation and report back on if he still 
needs another officer. 

“I’m not convinced it's a worthy decision 
to fund the SRO,” Tindall said. 

"This budget came out at midnight on 
Saturday and was made available to the 
public at9 o'clock this morning [Monday ]." 
she said, noting the public hasn't had time 
to look at the numbers. “Because I just got 
the numbers, I got questions."

Bol put the Little Free Library in his front 
yard as a gift to his neighborhood in loving 
memory of his mother. It was stocked with 
the books that she had accumulated over 
the years. 

People from the neighborhood liked it 
so much that Bol built more and gave 
them out to other neighborhoods in the 
Madison area. From there, the concept 
got wings and began popping up all over 
the globe. There are now over 26,000 Little 
Free Libraries in all 50 states and in more 
than 80 different countries. 

This has become more than just a global 
literacy movement. It has become a way 
to help connect people locally in their 
neighborhoods and communities. 

Interestingly, in October 2014, 25 Little 
Free Libraries were donated, as a gift, 
from the State of Wisconsin to the City of 
Detroit, to help Detroit become the Little 
Free Library capitol of the world. Those 
libraries were built by the Prairie Du Chien 
Correctional Facility.

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VBT DDA makes offer to buy two more parcels along Belleville Road

After a closed-door session on May 
26, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority voted to submit an 
offer to purchase two more parcels of land 
along Belleville Road. 

Executive Director Susan Ireland said the 
narrow parcels, with homes on them, are 
just north of the parcels purchased from the 
Harris family by the DDA. 

Last fall the DDA purchased about one 
acre of land on the east side of Belleville 
Road that was formerly the Harris 
residence and Grandpa's Toy Shop. The 
Harris family was one of the first African 
American families to settle in Van Buren 
Township. 

The site at 10101 and 10151 Belleville 
Road wraps behind and around the 
Remerica Main Street Realty office in a 
refurbished old home. 

Realtor Carol Bird, who owns Main 
Street Realty, is a member of the DDA and 
she abstained from the motion to make an 
offer on the properties. She is acting as the 
Realtor in the process. 

The proposed purchase of the additional 


Belleville Road frontage would add to the 
DDA land to the north along the roadway. 
The property owners had approached the 
DDA showing an interest in selling after 
the DDA bought the Harris property. 

The DDA is putting together a survey to 
find out how the public thinks this space 
should be used. 

In the 15-question draft survey, choices 
include farmer's market, public transit stop, 
lunchtime concerts, summer concert series, 
outdoor movies, pet stations, outdoor art, 
rest rooms, drinking fountain, benches, 
community information kiosk, playground, 
gardens, etc. 

In other business at the May 26 meeting, 
the DDA approved paying up to $2,000 for 
Director Ireland and Deputy Director Lisa 
Lothringer to fly to St. Louis Sept. 12-13 to 
attend a National Franchise and Business 
Opportunity Show to get information 
on how such shows are run and what to 
expect. 

The VBT DDA is signed up to participate 
in the Oct. 30-31 National Franchise and 
Business Opportunities Show at the Novi 
Suburban Collection Showplace. This is 
the first time the DDA is taking part in such 
a show.

We are pleased to show you how we have surpassed 
water quality standards as mandated by the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the 
state of Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ). The state and EPA require us to 
test our water on a regular basis to insure its safety. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small 
amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate 
that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects 
can be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 
(800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, 
ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the 
ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and 
can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage 
treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or 
result from urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil 
and gas production, mining, or farming.

Lead 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant 
women and young children.

The Sumpter Township Water Department is 
responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials 
used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can 
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minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before 
using water for drinking or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish 
to have your water tested.

Where does my water come from? 

Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, Clinton River, 
Detroit River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, 
Turkey Creek and Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality in partnership with the U.S. Geological Survey, the Detroit Water and 
Sewerage Department, and the Michigan Public Health Institute performed a source water 
assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The susceptibility 
rating is on a seven-tiered scale from "very low" to “very high" based primarily on geologic 
sensitivity, water chemistry, and contaminant sources. The susceptibility of our Detroit River 
Source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. 
However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have 
historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking water standards. 
DWSD has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill 
response, and a mercury reduction program. DWSD participates in a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System permit discharge program and has an emergency response 
management plan.

One Call Does It All...

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Ken, Brian Palmer share April 25 
Honor Flight to Washington, D.C.

This Memorial Day holiday will always hold 
special meaning to me. 

When I was growing up in Belleville, my 
father Kenneth Palmer would seldom talk about 
his service In the U.S. Navy in World War II. 
The few times he would mention it, it would be 
of an event or two that stuck in his mind from a 
time long ago, during the Pacific theater. 

Being assigned to a wooden-hulled mine 
sweeper, the YMS 299, he saw action in 
Okinawa, the Philippines and then occupied 
Japan. During the battle of Okinawa, he 
happened to be on a cruiser due to sickness. 
Late one night, the cruiser was hit mid-ship 
by a Japanese kamikaze. In the ensuing chaos, 
Dad helped move the injured into the hastily set 
up triage area. It was during this event, that he 
decided that a planned medical career would 
not be in his future. He was 18 years old. 

Dad's older brother, Les, was a captain in 
the Army air force, flying B-17 flying fortress 
bombers over Germany, during this same time. 
Les was shot down on his 14" mission and was 
listed as missing in action for several months, 
and then was found to be a German POW for 
nearly two years. In fact, it was during this time 
that Dad had to convince his parents to sign for 
him to join the war effort, as he was only 17 
years old at the time. 

After the war came to an end, Dad returned to 
Michigan and went to Albion College on the G.I. 
bill to work towards an education degree. In his 
junior year he decided to attend the University 
of Arizona in Tuscon. It was here that he met 
the love of his life, Elizabeth Porritt of Alto, MI, 
who happened to be working as a nurse at the 
local VA hospital. A short courtship ensued, and 
they were married on Easter Sunday in 1950. 

Soon after, they settled in Belleville where 
they raised us five children: Vicki, Dan, 
Cynthia, myself, and Kim. Dad worked for 35 
years in the Van Buren school system teaching 
math and algebra, and coaching sports, mainly 
basketball. He also served many years on the 
Belleville City council with a couple stints as 
Mayor Pro-Tem. Mom was the classic stay-at- 
home Mom and was always a huge supporter of 
Dad's activities and a friend to all. 

Their marriage lasted 64 years until Mom 


passed away, unexpectedly in July 2014. It was 
after her memorial service that I mentioned 
to Dad, about the Honor Flight I had heard 
about a few years earlier. This is a non-profit 
organization, whose mission is to get veterans 
back to Washington D.C. to see their memorials. 
The southern chapter of Honor Flight is based 
in Kalamazoo and is named Talons Out. 

Dad seemed unsure on if he would like to make 
atrip like that, but we filled out the applications, 
knowing that it could take a while for donations 
to make a trip possible. It was in March that I 
received a call from Talons Out that a trip was 
being planned for April 25.I called Dad that day 
from where I live in Idaho, to see if he would 
like to do it. He agreed and we started planning. 
It would be a one-day trip, leaving Kalamazoo 
about 7:30 a.m. and returning about 8:30 p.m. 

Any veteran is eligible for these trips, and of 
course, WWII veterans are the top priority. Of 
the over 15 million WWII veterans that served, 
only 900,000 are still living. As I told my dad, he 
is one of these 7%. Each veteran is allowed one 
guardian to travel with him and the only thing 
Honor Flight asks is for the guardian to make a 
minimum donation of $500 to the program. 

The night before the flight, Talons Out hosted 
a “meet and greet" at the Air Zoo in Kalamazoo, 
where there are several vintage planes and 
exhibits about the Air Force. There would 
be 67 WWII veterans and 2 Korean War vets 
making the trip, on a chartered plane. During 
the meet and greet, the presenter had each of 
the branches of the military raise their hand to 
see who served where. Michigan’s Lieutenant 
Governor gave a short speech thanking these 
brave men and women for their service to their 
country. Soon after, we retired to a nearby 
hotel that graciously provided rooms at a deep 
discount to the veterans. The morning of the 25" 
came early as Dad and I were provided a shuttle 
to the airport by a local business about 5:30 
a.m. The airport was bustling as wheelchairs 
were provided for any vet needing them and a 
reception, made up of current servicemen and 
women were lined up, saluting and welcoming 
the veterans to this special trip. A breakfast was 
provided both at the airport and on the plane 
by local businesses. As we taxied out of the 
gate, folks on the tarmac were waving and the

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plane received a wash down salute by the fire 
department. 

When we landed in D.C. another entourage 
of armed forces was there to greet our veterans 
and a local chorale group of ladies were there 
singing patriotic numbers. We boarded four tour 
buses and headed to the National Mall area. 
Everywhere we drove we were accompanied 
by a police escort, so traffic would be of no 
consequence. Our first stop was the fairly 
recently built WWII memorial, with one side 
representing the Atlantic Theater and the other 
side, the Pacific Theater. Several battles and 
famous quotes were etched in stone in different 
areas. After experiencing that, Dad and I 
wheeled along the reflection pool to the steps 
of the Lincoln monument. We then wheeled 
along the Viet Nam memorial with its countless 
names and then over to the haunting statues that 
make up the Korean War memorial. 

We then boarded the buses and headed to 
Arlington Cemetery to view the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier and the changing of the guard. 
To say this was a powerful moment to share 
with these veterans is a gross understatement. 
After this solemn ceremony, we headed to the 
Air Force memorial which contains three huge 
sweeping arcs sweeping into the sky. These were 
constructed after the terrorist attacks of 911 and 
are in the flight path of the plane flown into the 
west wall of the Pentagon. After viewing the Air 
Force memorial we shared a catered barbeque 
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lunch, overlooking Arlington. 

Our last stop was a viewing of the iconic Iwo 
Jima memorial. I would highly recommend a 
reading of Flags of our Fathers, to gain a true 
understanding of what this battle signified. 
After everyone had a chance to view this, 
we headed back to Ronald Reagan airport to 
return to Kalamazoo. On the flight back the 
veterans were treated to a surprise “mail call” 
that included cards from family and friends 
thanking them for their service. After landing 
in Kalamazoo we loaded onto school buses and 
left for the local high school where nearly 3,500 
people were there to surprise and welcome back 
the veterans and thank them for their service. 

In summary, I wondered if a one-day trip 
to the nation's capital could be meaningful to 
either my Dad or I. I am happy to report not 
only that it was incredible, well organized and 
emotional, but provided a great platform to visit 
with my dad about some of his feelings and 
events surrounding his late teens and early 20's 
serving in WWII. 

No wonder these men and women are known 
as "The Greatest Generation."
